i. Harbor traffic in British Columhia showed a marked increase during 1952 as shom by 
the anrual, statistical report issued by the Vancouver Merchant's Exchange. The muober 
of deep sea vessels entering the port of Vancouver during 1952 was 1206, compared with 
1048 for 1951, an increase of 158 ships. Total tomage increased fran 4 548405 in 1951 
to 5,180,301 during 1952, or an inorease of 631,606 net tons, By olassification 
American ships le! the arrivals with 269, with British shipe second with 251. The 
greatest increase of any flag registry was that of Japan with 107 arrivala, an increase
